Smallpox— Distribution of Cases— April, 1922. 

The 79 cases of smallpox occurring in the Province of Ontario 
during the month of April, 1922, were distributed in 18 municipalities, 
the largest number of cases, viz, 35, occurring in Toronto. In 10 
municipalities only 1 case each was reported. 

Venereal Diseases— April, 1922. 

During the month of April, 1922, 6 cases of chancroid, 165 of 
gonorrhea, and 194 of syphilis were reported in the Province of 
Ontario. The reported occurrence during April, 1921, was as follows: 
Chancroid, 1 case; gonorrhea, 236 cases; syphilis, 219 cases.
